The last was introduced today 
and will be referred to the 
committee tomorrow. 

If the rules are suspended to- 
morrow, the nine bills reported 
out by the ways and means 
committee could be passed then. 
Without suspension of the rules, 
the bills would have to be laid 
over until Saturday. 

Similarly, the parking meter 
measure—actually, it involves 
two bills—could not be passed 
until Monday unless the rules 
are suspended at the Saturday 
session.

Proposals for an 8-cent in- 
crease in the St. Louis county 
tax rate, raising the 1957 levy 
to 91 cents on each $100 as- 
sessed valuation, were under 
study today’ by the County 
Council. 

This followed a report to the 
council yesterday that additional 
money is needed to repair ex- 
tensive damage from ice and 


floods to county roads and 
bridges. f 
County Highway Engineer 


John J. Leslie told the council 
that a four-cent hike in the 
road and bridge tax rate is 
needed because highways and 
bridges have been damaged “to 
an extent not comparable in 
recent years.” 

Earlier Supervisor Luman F. 
Matthews recommended the tax 
rate be increased 4 cents to 
provide for expansion of the 
County Police Department and 
construction of a storage build- 
ing for voting machines. The 
rate last year was 83 cents. 

In his report to the council, 
Leslie recommended that the 
part of the rate which is ear- 
marked for road and bridge 
purposes be increased from last 
year’s level of 21 cents to 25 
cents on each $100 assessed 
valuation. 

Would Provide $325,000. 

The increase, along with ad- 
ditional funds that have become 
available since the highway di- 
vision’s preliminary budget was 
approved earlier this year, 
would provide an additional ap- 
propriation of $325,000 for road 
and bridge maintenance this 
year, Leslie estimated. 

He said additional funds are 
needed to replace $273,000 
planned for road improvement 
projects but which had to be 
spent instead for repairs and 
maintenance in the first five 
months of 1957. This expendi- 
ture does not include damage 
to reads and bridges caused by 
heavy rains and floods in the 
week ending June 15, which 
Leslie estimated at $400,000. 

If Leslie’s requested appro- 
priation“is approved. the total 
budget for this year for the 
highway division would amount 
to $2,100,000, The council re-

City Water Department em- 
ployes refused again today to 
work with a suspended union 
member who remains in the de- 
partment.

A union request that 
Kastner be transferred to an- | 
other city department was re- | 
jected at City Hall. 

Kastner, a former building 
construction laborer, who 
started as a laborer in the 
Water Department two and one- 
half years ago, told reporters 
he wishes to get out of the 
union permanently. 


‘Don’t Like Tactics.’ 
„ don’t like some of their 
tactics,” he asserted, without 
elaborating on his dislikes. He 
added that there is no “closed 
shop” and he feels he should 
be free to work in the depart- 
ment as a non-union member. 
Kastner, who is married, is paid 
approximately $275 a month. 

John M, Keane, union busi- 
ness agent, said the union does 
not want Kastner fired, but 
wants him transferred to other | 
city work. 


“He is disappointed because 
he failed an examination for 
promotion,” Keane said of the 
suspendéd member. “He blamed 
the union for his failure. He 
took a Civil Service examina-

Bridge Repair OK'd. 

Leslie was authorized to enter 
into a contract with Harvey 
Construction Co. for repair of 
two bridges on Kiefer Creek 
road in the Castlewood area, 
which were damaged severely 
by recent floods. He estimated 
the cost of repairs at $10,300. 

No bids were taken for the 

work because of the emergency 
nature of the projects. The 
work is-to be done on the basis 
of cost plus 10 per cent profit. 
Leslie said 15 county bridges 
were washed out or damaged 
by recent floods. 
The council, which is work- 
ing toward adoption . a final 
budget and tax rate for 1957, 
esterday approved an ordi- 
ance raising appropriations 
that had been given preliminary 
approval for the general reve- 
nue fund from $4,399,408 to 
$4,917,089. 

The increase reflects addi- 
tional funds for the police de- 
partment and other offices that 
had been given appropriations 
for only part of the year in the 
preliminary budget. The final 
budget and tax rate must be 
adopted by Aug. 1.

James H. J. McNary (Dem.),

The council set July 24 for 
a hearing by its health commit- 
tee on a proposed bill that 
would seek to compel fluorida- 
tion of water supplies by the 
St. Louis County Water Co. The 
firm supplies water to all. but 
two of the 97 municipalities 
in the county and to much of 
the unincorporated area. 

A resolution was introduced 
that would increase by about 
10 per cent charges made by 
the County Health Department 
to school districts to which it 
supplies health services under 
contract, Dr. Domke said the 
increase is needed because of 
recent increases in salaries of 
Hurses employed in the pro- 


gram. 

He said the department pro- 
vided health services to 16 pub- 
lic and parochial school dis- 
tricts in the last school year, 
receiving $26,863 for the serv- 
ice. Changing payment from a 
contract sum to an hourly rate 
of $3.75 would increase this 
amount to $29,400, he estimated.

Dr. Lapp, who is among the scientists seeking to arouse the 
public to the dangers of increased radivactivity in the atmosphere, 
believes that if no international agreement on ending tests can 
be found, then the military ought immediately to investigate the 
possibility of beyond-the-atmosphere testing. 


According to his scientific 
calculations, 
ticles can be prevented from 
reaching the earth in this type 
of testing. Dr. Lapp's calcula- 
tions on beyond-the-atmosphere 
testing were prompted by a 
paper on this subject submitted 
to the Holifield committee in 
Congress by Dr. Stanley Clark 
of Martin Aircraft Corp. who is 
also a veteran physicist in the 


field of nuclear research. 
Doubt on ‘Clean’ Bombs. 

In an interview yesterday, Dr. 
Lapp was unimpressed by tes- 
timony that nuclear scientists 
are on the way to making ab- 
solutely clean bombs, because, 
he feels, the temptation to test 
unclean bombs will prove ir- 
resistible if the arms race con- 
tinues. This is because there is 
so much more blast and destruc- 
tive capacity to an unclean 
bomb and also, according to 
Dr. Lapp, because of the almost 
inherent measure of inaccuracy 
in long-range missiles. 

This inaccuracy, he estimates, 
is about 20 miles for about, 4000 
miles the missile travels. Thus, 
if the military were faced with 
the problem of reaching a dug- 
in target they would inevitably, 
Dr. Lapp reasons, seek to com- 
pensate for the inaccuracy of 
the missile by using an unclean 
bomb, where ‘blast and radiation 
would affect the target even if 
it hit a bit off target. 

An advantage of outer space 
testing— 4 all powers agreed to 
it—is that it could not possibly 
go undetected, Dr. Lapp point- 
ed out. 

Swept Into Space. 

The reason there is no dan- 
ger of radioactivity reaching the 
earth in outer space explosions, 
beyond the 60-mile point, is 
the phenomenon that occurs 
when particles emanating from 
an explosion are less than .2 of 
a micron in diameter. One 
micron equals one-ten-thou- 
sandth of a centimeter). 

When the diameter approach- 
es this size, the particle, instead 
of falling earthward, is pushed 
by the light of the sun out of 
the earth’s gravitational field 
and out of the solar system. 

As summed up in Dr. Clark’s 
paper to Congress earlier this 
month: “Thus for nuclear ex- 
plosions in space with all par- 
ticle sizes occurring of less 
than one micron, we have a 
means of cleaning up the fis- 
sion products and sweeping 
them into speg>. This is the 
ultimate in a radiologically safe 
program. 


“Today in 1957 this is techni- 
cally feasable. We are now in 
a position to launch such nu- 
clear devices or missiles that 
go well above the world’s at- 
mosphere. There may be some 
difficulty in getting detailed 
test information. But problems 
in this area can be resolved. 
Certainly the magnitude of the 
explosion and most of its phys- 
ical characteristics can be as- 
certained during its detonation 
in space ... If greater costs 
are incurred it will be justified 
by human well-being.” 

Hazard of Light. 

The main problem of such 
testing is the concentration of 
light, which might be danger- 
ous. But, Dr. Lapp said, he 
was reasonably sure that a test 
of a small size bomb would 
point the way to controlling 
this hazard, 


Dr. Lapp, who is a veteran of 
the Manhattan project which 
developed the first atomic bomb, 
explained that the performance 
of the tests could be gauged by 
instruments sent up by rockets

| The objective of this group was 
not to achieve the ideal, whatever 
that may be, but to submit to the 
people something which they would 
accept as improvements in judicial 
practice. 

You will recall that the more 
“idealistic” proposals previously sub- 
mitted have been defeated. The orig- 

‘ {final Bar Association plan could not 
have passed either branch of the 
Assembly. 

The basis of your complaint seems 
to de that we have not accepted 
“non-partisanship” and virtual life- 
tenure of judges. 

The answer is that Bar Association 
clique favoritism might be equally 
obnoxious. I know of no guarantee 
that the ablest men could or would 
be selected by any method. 

The necessity of getting the people 
to vote for a candidate or slate of 
candidates demands that the men 
selected shall possess character, in- 
\tegrity, dignity and experience, not 
to mention acquaintance gained by a 
showing of interest in public affairs.

| The accountability of the judges 
\to the people who elected them, and 
‘who might be asked to re-elect them, 
‘doubtless has steadied them suf- 
ficiently so that few of them are de- 
feated for re-election except in peri- 
odie party turn-overs.

Confronted with these facts, the President 
appealed to management and to labor—as he 
has done before—to display economic states- 
manship. Spelling this out, Mr. Eisenhower 
called on both sides in industry and business to 
restrain themselves in asking either wage in- 
creases or price rises, 

The President is still for voluntary action in 
peacetime, as he believes that control by the 
Government interferes with the system that has 
made this country great. But, in his view, it is 
up to labor now to seek wage increases only to 
correct some demonstrable injustice. And price 
increases by management, so he feels, ought to 
be ordered only to assist in needed plant expan- 
sion or some equally constructive purpose. 


What if management and labor do not follow 
the President's advice? What if wages and 
prices continue to push each other up and at an 
accelerated pace? Then millions of people will 
be hurt by inflation and the Administration will 
have no choice but to come to grips with it. 

Mr. Eisenhower gave his current views on sev- 
eral other important subjects at the press con- 
ference. He reassured us that although | scien- 
tists say it will take four or five years of testing 
to produce “clean” nuclear bombs, the United 
States still stands by its offer to suspend tests 
as a step toward disarmament. 

Here the President clearly is putting first 
things first. Desirable as a fallout- clean“ 
bomb is, it is more desirable to make a construc- 
tive start on ending the arms race. For such a 
start must be made some time and the earlier it 
is made the greater will be the chances for a» 
secure peace. 

„ * 

When asked about the rash of bitter attacks 
on the Supreme Court, the President passed by 
an excellent opportunity to speak up in behalf 
of a tribunal to which he has appointed the 


‘Chief Justice and three, Associate Justices out 


of a total of nine. 

Contenting himself with elementary generali- 
ties, President Eisenhower said that the dissents 
allow disagreeing Justices to speak their views 
and that decisions ought to be respected even 
though hard to understand. 

This is minor key comment at a time when 
some members of Congress have called for 
impeachment of all Supfeme Court members 
and others demand a four-year reappraisal of 
each Justice by the Senate. We hope the Presi- 
dent still will be moved to speak up strongly in 
behalf of the Supreme Court and thus give it 
the backing of his high office that the court 
fully deserves. 

His comments on the report of the Federal 
Commission on Government Security were also 
very general. He said that the only part that 
caused him to raise his eyebrows was the section 
that proposes removing certain visa matters 
from the Department of State to the Justice 
Department. If that is so, we hope he will study 
the sections that would put the press under the 
official thumb and would set up a super-security 
agency that might well make contradictions 
worse rather than better.

e Gulf of Aqaba is a spot to be watched.

The position is quite different from the one 
of the same name in the United-States Govern- 
ment.

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Is There No Qualified St. Louisan?

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TVA Finances Are a Must 

Tentative approval of a TVA bond financing 
plan by the Senate Public Works Committee is 
tardy but good news. If Congress should come 
to the seskion’s end, now fast approaching, with- 
out removing its financial blockade of TVA, it 
would show an almost unbelievable indifference 
toward the industrial and business life of an 
entire region of the United States. 

The bill acted on by the Senate committee 
contains compromises. Senator Kefauver of Ten- 
nessee had already warned that TVA was going 
to have to accept some compromises in order 
to get any financing plan through at all. The 
$750,000,000 limit on bond issues, and the set- 
ting of geographical bounds to TVA territory, 
do not impair TVA's managerial integrity and 
need not iinpaif its efficiency. Short of restric- 
tions that would have those ill effects, it seems 
to us TVA would be well advised to make 
concessions. 

On its own part, Congress would be well ad- 
vised to concede enough to get something done, 
For two years it has presented the nation with 
a spectacle of indecision, All that time it has 
been unable to agree on a bond plan and un- 
willing to make appropriations, though it is ob- 
vious to everyone that, one way or the other, 
TVA must finance increased capacity to meet 
expanding demand in the region it is solely re- 
sponsible for supplying with electric power. 

We have had two years of theorizing; now, in 
a spirit of constructive compromise on both 
sides, let us have at least a small measure of 
practical dealing with a pressing situation.

British reduction of forces emphasized impact of weapons de- 
velopment on all powers; question is whether even ‘limited’ war 
might not lead to atomic holocaust; United States concern 
shown in rapid reorganization of Army, Navy and Air Force.

The free world’s increasing reliance 
on nuclear weapons to prevent or com- 
bat aggression had its most dramatic 
demonstration in London. The British 
Government, with no beating about the 
bush, made public at the beginning of 
April its firm decision to cut deeply 
into Army and Navy strength, devote 
a larger share of a reduced 
budget to the Air Force, and in all 
three services make maximum use of 
atomic arms and of missiles. 


Great Britain’s decision to concen- 
trate its defense effort on air-atomic 
power, at the expense of conventional 
military force, made other members of 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organization 
uneasy. They feared that reduction of 
British troop strength in Germany 
would encourage withdrawal of addi- 
tional troops from the NATO command. 
And if the continental defénse shield of 
conventional forces were thinned out 
too much, a potential aggressor might 
be tempted to launch an attack in the 
mistaken belief that it would not pro- 
voke nuclear retaliation. 


At Bonn in the first week of May, 
Secretary of State Dulles reassured the 
North Atlantic Council by ‘insisting 
that the United States had no intention 
of pulling troops out of Germany. In 
the face of Russian threats to indi- 
vidual NATO members, moreover, the 
council stuck to its decision that NATO 
must be in position “to use all avail- 
able means to meet any attack.” 


Just what balance should be main- 
tained between nuclear and convention- 
al forces was left for further study, but 
it. was imperative, the Council said, to 
“retain an effective deterrent against 
aggression.” 

The military commitments of the 
United States make it unlikely that this 
country can initiate, at least for some 
time to come, as drastic a revision of 
defense policy as that undertaken by 
Great Britain. The American military 
outlook, however, has been deeply af- 
fected by technological developments. 
Introduction of missiles and other mod- 
ern weapons has intensified the con- 
troversy over roles and missions of the 
three armed services. Army, Navy and 


defense 


Air Force all have been developing 
‘different missiles and staking out 
claims for their use. 

President Eisenhower noted in his 
budget message last January that the 
new weapons were having a “powerful 
impact on concepts of military strategy, 
tactics, and organization.” As a re- 
sult, each of the three services is go- 
ing through far-reaching reorganization 
to enable it to perform to best advan- 
tage under the new conditions. 

The Army is converting to “pen- 
tomic” divisions and atomic support 


commands; the Navy is concentrating 


on nuclear-powered and missile-launch- 
ing ships; the Air Force is pouring im- 
mense resources into ballistic missile 
development. 

All these changes have not yet 
brought any great reduction of defense 
outlays, as in Britain. Continued heavy 
spending nere results in part from the 
enormous costs of developing tue new 
weapons, in part from the obligation 
still felt to maintain conventional mil- 
itary strength to meet any contingencies 
that may arise. 

The growing tendency of leading mil- 
itary powers to trust to nuclear deter- 
rence has raised questions about the 
efficacy and safety of this strategic 
concept. Some military students main- 
tain that any general war in the future 
will inevitably be an all-out nuclear 
conflict, and that the only way to deter 
or counter atomic attack is to have the 
capacity for everwhelming nuclear re- 
prisal. 

Others contend that recent military 
experience in Korea, Indochina, and 
the Middle East demonstrates that lim- 
ited war is the only kind which an ag- 
gressor will dare to risk today. 

It is obvious that even limited war 
will soon involve use of tactical atomic 
weapons. Because even the tactical nu- 
clear arms have formidable destructive 
power, it is a question whether any hos- 
tilities in which they are employed can 
be kept from developing into full-scale 
holocaust, Without effective disarm- 
ament measures, however, American 
military leaders feel compelled to in- 
clude all kinds of modern weapons in 
the nation’s arsenal,

Chile’s Liberator 
TASTE OF GLORY, by Carleton Beals. 

(Crown, 311 pgs., $3.50.) 

This is the story of Bernardo O’Hig- 
gins, the man who fought for and won 
independence for Chile from the crown 
of Spain. Bernardo was the son of 
Ambrosio O’Higgins, Ferdinand’s ap- 
pointed governor in Chile, and Isabel, 
a native woman of great strength, wis- 
dom, beauty, perception, and charm. 


Yet Ambrosio could not marry Isabel 
nor acknowledge Bernardo, for the 
Spanish king decreed that no civil 
servant of his appointment could marry 
a native. So Bernardo’s very existence 
threatened his father’s position. And 
the higher Ambrosio rose in the royal 
confidence, the farther from Chile he 
sent the boy Bernardo. 


The boy’s youth was a series of mys- 
terious and sudden transplantations, 
only bearable because he had discov- 
ered the secret of his birth and had 
great pride in his father’s high posi- 
tion. Bernardo’s 
wonderful mother 
thus became the 
one stable element 
in his life. His 
love for her was 
complete, and their 
understanding of 
each other bridged 
time and distance 
to become the doni- 
inating influence in 
his life. 

The second great- 
est Influence in 
molding the young 
Bernardo was 
Francisco de Miran- 
da, the Venezuelan revolutionary who 
had been a successful and daring gen- 
eral in the French Revolution. Miranda 
knew George Washington, admired 
Thomas Jefferson as the wisest Amer- 
ican, dealt with Rufus King, the 
American Minister in London, and 
hoped perhaps to get help from the 
Yankees for his revolutionary plans. 
Miranda introduced Bernardo into his 
Lodge, placed the liberty cap on his 
head ahd the red sash of liberty across 
his shoulders. And Bernardo swore an 
oath to obey the Lodge to the death 
and to fight Spanish rule and tyrants 
everywhere. 

And so he did, and was victorious, 
though his victory meant a strange 
kind of personal defeat for he finally 
stepped down from power so that he 
would not plunge Chile into civil war. 

Bernardo was an interesting man. 
His mother, Isabel, was perhaps even 
more fascinating. The time was turbu- 
lent and full of the kind of cross cur- 
rents of intrigue and power that lure 
the novelist.

The 
FPC eventually approved the 
Idaho Power plan, though its 
examiner held that one high 
dam, such as the. Army En- 
gineers recommended, was the 
best way to utilize all the po- 
tential.

This led to bitter protests by 
church leaders. The Christian 
Council of South Africa, repre- 
senting most of the major 
churches except the Dutch Re- 
formed and the Catholie 
churches, rejected “any law 
which restricts the freedom of 
men to assemble in public wor- 


ship.” The council announced it ’ 


would disregard the law. 


Won't Obey Law. 


Bishops of the Anglican 
Church declared they would be 
unable to obey the law and said: 

“If the government wants 
open conflict with the church, 
it can have it. We know that 
the whale power of the state 
would be ranged against us, but 
we are not dismayed.” 

The Methodist .Church, with 
the largest non-white member- 
ship in South Africa, said the 
church clause placed “unjusti- 
fied restridtion upon the free 
and unfettered contact between 
Africans and those of other 
races in.our land.” 

The government contended 
the church clause would insure 
“that the worship, order and 
rest of whites in white residen- 
tial areas are not disturbed.” 
It was intended to “prevent the 
presence of undesirably large 
numbers of Bantu (Africans) in 
white areas,” the government 
said. 

The act forbids schools, hos- 
pitals, clubs or similar institu- 
tions in white urban areas to 
admit Africans without prior 
approval of the Minister of 
Native Affairs. 

The government's native 
labor bureau has sole power to 
regulate the flow of native 
labor into urban areas. Opposi- 
tion leaders charged that this 
provision would place industries 
in urban areas at the mercy of 
minister of the interior, Dr. T. 
E. Donges, for a labor supply. 


Bill en Nurses. 


Through a new nursing bill, 
African nurses may hold mem- 
bership in the South African 
Nursing Association, but will 
have no voice in its affairs. 

A bill to end the admission of 
African students to Witwaters- 
rand and Cape Town Univer- 
sities did not reach its final 
reading. Thus the bar on enroll- 
ment of non-European students 
in the two universities probably 
will not be applied before 1959. 

The government proposes to 
establish separate universities 
for African students. 

The other actions shook Par- 
liament. The Union Jack ceased 
to be an official flag; the South 
African Union flag became the 
only official flag. Prime Minis- 
ter Strijdom made “Die Stem 
van Suid Afrika (The Voice of 
South Africa)” the national an- 
them. Previously “God Save the 
Queen” always had been sung 
along with “Die Stem.” 

The opposition leader, Sir de 
Villiers Graaff, summing up the 
session, said Strijdom’s govern- 
ment had plunged South Africa 
into a state of “uneasiness and 
insecurity.” 

“Today we are isolated and 
uncomfortably lonely,” he ob 
served. 

Under his United party, he 
said “discrimination would be 
reasonably applied” with “the 
understanding and support of 
all sections of the community.”

WILLIAMSBURG, Va., June 
27 (AP)—Republican and Demo- 
cratic Governors collectively 
have served notice on the Eis- 
enhower Administration its 
tight money policy is pi 
their efforts to finance school 
buildings and other capital ex- 
penditures.

Mr. Eisenhower was to give 
a luncheon today in Washington 
for 18 of the Republican Gov- 
ernors.

The resolution on interest 
rates appeared to be a slap at 
the Administration’s policy of 
attempting to control inflation 
by increasing interest rates. 
However, Gov. Hodges of North 
Carolina, chairman of the Re- 
solutions Committee, said there 
was no difficulty in getting Re- 
publicans on the committee to 
go along with the resolution. 

G. O. P. Gov. V. E. Anderson 
of Nebraska said the original 
resolution before the committee 
was his, but that the Democrats 
took it over and revised it the 
way they wanted it. Anderson 
said he had proposed some sort 
of federal guarantee be made 
on school bonds so as to keep 
the interest rates down on these 
bonds. 

Gov. Gtorge M. Leader of 
Pennsylvania put forward the 
Democrats’ resolution hitting at 
the tight money policy, and the

Plight of Comedians 


No Laughing Matter. 
By John Crosby 


magatine, alarmed at the casualty rate among the com- 
ics, asked some people who are in a position to know: 
“Can television comedy come back—and how?” One 
of them was Steve Allen, who said: 

“There is no question that the traditional comedy 
show—as we have come to know it in radio and tele- 
vision—ig on the ropes. The old-line stand-up comic 
who created a memorable pattern for so many years 
is fading, a victim not so much of age (although so 
many of our comics are growing old) but of things like 
over-exposure, lack of material and changing tastes on 
the part of viewers. | 

“In fact the comedy sketch—the 10- or 12-minute 
bit—is vanishing. There are few comedy or variety 
shows which present the sketch consistently (my show 
on NBC-TV on Sunday nights is one of them) and I am 
not giving away any trade secrets when I say that it 


is quite difficult to sustain high level comedy in 
sketches week after week. 

“Ig there a solution for improving the outlook for 
comedy on television? Well, for one thing, a new gen- 
eration of comics and comedy writers must be devel- 
oped. Comedians don't have the outlets they used to 
in the old days of abundant club and hotel bookings. 
Also they are frequently slung onto the bigtime tread- 
mill without enough audience experience. Any answer 
to the problem involves the location, training and eare- 
ful management of comedy personalities.”

WELL, that states the problem without even hinting 
at the solution. The location of comedy personalities 
—to select only one small aspect of the problem—is 
proving to be an almost insoluble problem all by it- 
self. One of the top network executives in Hollywood 
said to me recently that up until a year or so ago his 
network always had its eye on two or three promising 
youngsters, some of whom fulfilled their expectations, 
some of whom didn’t. “But now there isn’t even any- 
one on the horizon and we have no idea where to be- 
gin to look,” he said. 

Right from the outset of TV I have been predicting, 
frequently against overwhelming widence to the con- 
trary, that the comedian would not dominate TV as he 
did radio, partly because of the terrible wear and tear 
on comics, but mostly because of the nature of the 
medium itself. But now that the prediction seems to 
be coming true I'm as alarmed as the next man be- 
cause we need comedians. Your good comedian—Sid §& 
Caesar, for example—<does a lot more then make us 
laugh. He puts every day occurrences in the lives of 
most of us in their proper perspective. A guy driven 
crazy by the treadmill of commuter life can let off a 
lot of steam laughing at Caesar doing one of his com- 
muter sketches. The late Fred Allen could deflate a 
humbug with a single line. Comedians are valuable 
national assets and we are, I think, going to find it 
very sticky going without them next year.

We may yet live to see the day when a young 
mother will tell her little boy: “If you don't eat your 
spinach, you'll grow up to be a comedian.”

E was not an easy man to know. There were sensitive 
complexities wnder the good manners and he had a 
habit of bandaging his wounds in venomous letters to 
his friends. His name was William Wynne Wister. The face 
was handsome, the skin 
scrubbed, the hair red, the 
attitude antiseptic. , 
Bill Wister knew more 
about alcoholism than any 
man I've met. A long time 
ago, he was the subject of 
a forgotten book called 
“The Glass Crutch.” In it, 
he showed rare courage. 
He allowed a writer to tell 
the whole story of how a 
fine family can spawn a 
drunkard. It was a fearless 
document, an advertise- 
ment to the world of all his 
mistakes. He spent 10 
months working on it with 
a writer and, five nights a 
week, he sat in a small 
apartment in Tudor City, 
8 oh N.Y., turning over the soil 
, of his past. He was sober 
22 then. More than sober. He 
Was a psychotherapist in alcoholism and the record showed 
that he managed to bring 294 patients of 300 out of the 
half life into something approaching happiness. William 
Wynne Wister was in the unique position of having been 
an alcoholic and a doctor of alcoholics.

THE OPINIONS he had about drinking were narrow. 
The only cure, he felt, lay in psychiatry. He was opposed 
to Alcoholics Anonymous in spite of its wonderful record, 
and he could not see that, in his conversations with patients, 
he was practicing the A.A. creed. Wister had been drunk 
for 19 years off and on. Mostly on. His parents had tried 
every sanitarium, every type of cure. One morning, he 
woke up in a place where the nurse said gaily: “Mr. Wister, 
you have slept through four rounds of drinks.” He opened 
one puffy eye and his cracked lips formed the words and 
he said: Come again, please?” She smiled and pointed to 
a shelf in the room. “There they are. Four drinks. You 
get one an hour for 24 hours.” He couldn't betieve it. But 
he was wrong. The owner of the place believed that alco- 
holism could not be cured and so he pandered to the dis- 
ease of the victim. He knew that the alcoholics, whose 
families were paying $150 a week, would not reveal the 
secret. It was the only place where alcoholics did not cry 
to go home. 


I LEARNED TO ADMIRE Wister. When I undertook 
to write the book, I knew nothing about alcoholism that one 
couldn’t learn by getting plastered on Saturday night. Be- 
fore he finished teaching me the writing side of runaway 
drinking, all the fun of sipping a rye and ginger ale was 
gone. It was impossible, after that, to take a drink without 
hearing Bill describe what it did to the body chemically, 
and what it did to the mind emotionally. After that, it was 
like Kinsey trying to write a poem to a girl. 

One thing he told me did not get into the book. He 
maintained that a real alcoholic can spot another one at 
once. It sounded wrong. To prove the point, he told me 
that when he used to drink to the stage of nausea, he 
always did the same thing. He went to the Penn Athletic 
Club, ordered a final drink, and phoned an old lady. He did 
not phone his wife. He never called his mother. Just an 
old lady. She was kind to him over the phone. She never 
lost patience. She never said: “What, again?” She always 
said: “Will, sit right there until I can get dressed. I'll be 
down in a cab.”

THE OLD LADY PICKED HIM UP, took him to her 
house, ran a hot bath for -him, heated a thick soup, and 
spoon-fed him when his own hands couldn’t have held a 
shovel. She put him to bed and, when he slept, she phoned 
his wife. It was always the same. She kept him for four 
or five days. When he stopped shivering and moaning and 
waking up screaming, she sent him home and said that she 
would say an extra prayer for him. He hardly thanked the 
old lady and he could not understand why he had phoned 
her because, when he was sober, he did not bother with 
her and didn’t care for her. 

Years later, she became ill and died. When the funeral 
was done, Bill executed a final act of devotion. He cleaned 
her cellar while her daughters, upstairs, argued over which 
would get momma’s rings and which would get the oriental 
rug. He was sweeping the dusty concrete floor when a 
slant of sun hit and bounced off glass. He got a ladder to 
get a better look. It was an empty gin bottle. He looked 
along the beam and he looked along all the other beams. 
There were 700 empty bottles. The old lady had been a 
secret alcoholic all her life. When he was drunk, Bill felt

ORBIDDEN food is that which a person says he can't

break out with hives. No one would want such dreadful 
things to happen to a relative or friend. Therefore, pains 
will be taken to keep away from the food he can't eat. Very 
likely it is food which already has been_planned. Probably 
it is food which others not only can eat but enjoy eating. 

The chances are the food a person can’t eat is food 
which goes nicely with the rest of a meal. If it is elim- 
{nated some other food will have to be substituted which 
does not go well with the rest of the meal. That may mean 
that the rest of the meal will have to be changed, too. There 


is a possibility that in avoiding the food that one person 
can’t eat the provider will stumble on food which others

As the panel gathers around 
the microphone each Friday 
morning, Motsinger announces 
to the radio audience that they 
may telephone questions to the 
station and they will be an- 
swered by the experts.

phasis on 
to stammer soon after they 
start talking in sentences. This 
is not caused by a speech de- 
fect. It usually is caused by the 
child’s desire to say more in 
less time than his speech de- 
velopment permits.

CHILDREN of three years do- 
not have a large number of 
words at their command; their 
speech mechanism is not yet 
fully developed; they have more 
to say than they have power to 
say because they are not yet 
able to control the energy they 
release in an effort to tell a 
story. Hence the stammer. 

When this happens, be care-. 
ful to relax. The child is under 
tension, and until he relaxes he" 
will be unable to talk freely. 
Let him know you are listening 
by saying something such as, 
“I'm listening, dear. Take it 
easy.” Don't look directly at 
the child lest the power of 
your feeling, your anxiety to 
help him, increase his anxiety. 

Give him all the time he 
needs and be a good audience. 
Sometimes a child fears he is- 
about to lose his audience, and. 
in his haste to tell his story be- 
fore that happens he floods his 
speech mechanism with energy 
and is lost. 


e 

IT WOULD BE a mistake to 
center a child's attention on his 
speech at this stage. It would 
be a mistake to drill him on 
consonants and syllables. Be 
content to repeat what he says 
incorrectly, clearly and without 
remark. 

Children imitate the speech 
and acquire the vocabulary of 
those in their immediate family 
circle. When the pattern is good, 
the imitation will reflect it. 
Talking should be as natural 
to little children as breathing 
and usually is. Just talk gently 
to them, give them time, read. 
to them every day, sing to them: 
often, talk as you would have 
them talk, and there will be 
little difficulty except with get- 
ting them to stop talking once 
in a while. 

Stuttering is another matter 
and should be treated by the 
specialist.
